ASHLAND, Wis., Nov. 20.—About 120 set- 


tlers south of Ashland are, by a decision 
received from the General Land office, 
made homeless. Their claims amount to 
20,000 acres. Every quarter section con- 
taining house and barn, will be taken 
away from them by the government and 
given to the Wisconsin Central Railway 
company. This decision is carrying out 
the ruling of the Supreme court in the 
Knight-Osborne case. Under this ruling 
certain lands supposed to belong to the 
government and which have been opened 
for settlement are held by the Supreme 
court to rightfully belong to the Wiscon- 
sin Central Company.

FOUND DEAD IN TROY 


The Body Discovered Today 


a*Bed tn the Revere 


House.

WAS THE MAN CHARLES CHEESBRO? 


A Ticket For Passage to North Adams urns 


Found In the Clothing. The Pay Envel- 


ope. 
What Charles Cheesbro's 


Brother Said to a Reporter, 


Word was received in .town this morn- 


ing that a man was found dead in bed at 
an early hour today in one of the rooms 
of the Revere house, Troy, N. Y. He had 
registered as Shangnessey Bulkas. In his 
clothing were found a pay envelope bear- 
ing the name Charles Cheesbro and a 
railroad ticket good for a passage to 
North Adams. The def cription given of 
the man is that he was five feet ten inches 
high, heavy of build, light complexion 
and part of the first finger of the left 
hand was missing. 


This description taUys so well with that 


of Charles Cheesbro, well known in this 
town, that a THANBOBIPT reporter was 
sent oat to investigate. He found James 
Cheesbro, a brother' of Charles, at his 
work in the dye house of the Windsor 
print works. 
He was asked where his 


brother Charles was and said he had not 
seen him for some months. He had been 
gone from town quite a while and the last 
heard from him he was •working on a boat 
on the Hudson. 
Mr. Cheesbro was in- 


formed of the story that had come from 
Troy and was given the description of the 
man who was found dead. 
He said he 


believed from the description the dead 
man had been his brother. 
He bad not 


heard I anything about the matter until 
told by the reporter. 


Mr. Cheesbro could not say whether hia 


brother had lost part of ths ringer as 
given in the description. It was remem- 
bered that Charles had worked in Rising's 
box factory and the reporter went to Rice 
& MoMlllin's factory to see if any one 
could be found there who remembered 
much about^him. A young woman there 
said she remembered him well and that 
she lAiew of him losing part of a finger. 
She could not remember which hand, but 
said that all accidents happening on the 
machine Mr. Cheesbro had operated were 
injuries to theleft hand, the method of 
operating the machine making that so. 


It would seem from the description and 


what the reporter learned that the body 
.found was that of Charles Cheesbro of 
this town. Inquiry will be made of the 
officials at Troy. • Asphyxiation was the 
cause of deatb. It was found the gas had 
been blown out. Mr. Cheesbro has two 
brothers in this town, James 'and Walter 
Cheesbro. A sister, Mrs. Dallas Anthony, 
lives at Adams. 
'

PREPARING FOR WINTER. 


Work on the Reservoir Being Closed for 


the Winter. 


Work on the Notch reservoir is drawing 


to a close for this season. It cannot be 
finished, and as winter weather is liable 
to set in now at any time it was thought 
best to get the reservoir in good shape to 
leave until spring. The work is about 
three-fourths done. 


Water will be let into the reservoir 


when work ceases, but the connection 
with the water works will not be made 
this fall, so that all the water thatfvill be 
obtained from that source will be through 
the old twelve-inch pipe. But the water 
will be let in to show what the supply is 
and to show if there are any leaks in the 
dam. It is believed no leaks will be found 
but it is a good plan to make the test. A 
spillway will be made for the water to 
flow over the top of the dam, and in case 
of extra high water the waste gates will 
be opened to relieve the pressure. 


It will take a week or ten days to close 


up the work now in hand.

A WORD TO REPUBLICANS

COUNCIL. 


There are but few days intervening 


before the caucuses will be held which 
will largely determine the character ol 
this important board of officers. In the 
interest taken in the question of the 
mayoralty there has been a danger of not 
giving due consideration to the other 
offices to be filled. Every voter should 
regard it not only a privilege but a duty 
to study into the powers vested in 
the councilmen and to form an intelli- 
gent opinion as to the kind of men be is 
willing to intrust with such powers. 


The conncilmen will have charge oi 


making annual appropriations, under a 
fen restrictions for the expenditures ol 
the city during the coining year, these ap- 
propriations to be made in the months oi 
March and April. Certain appropriations, 
however, are subject to the ratification by 
the citizen voters at an annual municipal 
election, and in regard to the erection ol 
school houses no appropriation can be 
made until the plans are approved by the 
school committee. 


They will have the power to make anc 


establish city ordinances and by-laws anc 
to affix penalties for the violation of same 
as povided by the charter and by genera! 
law. They will have charge of establish- 
ing the police and fire department and 
their general rules and regulations, defin 
ing the fire limits, the rank and duties o: 
officers of these departments, etc., the ap 
pointment of the memberB of these de- 
partments being made by the mayor 
They will have, with the approval of the 
mayor, exclusive authority and power to 
order the laying out, locating anew or 
discontinuing of all streets within the city 
limits. 


The city clerk will be elected by the 


councilmen. As this officer is likely to be 
called np^n, on account of the familiarity 
he should have with the routine work ol 
the city hall, to act temporarily as mayor 
and because of the responsible nature o: 
his other duties as well, the importance o 
bearing this in mind in the choice of th< 
men who will select the city clerk is 
readily apparent. 
The auditor of ac 


counts, another officer upon whom wil 
rest peculiarly exacting responsibilities 
is also elected by the councilmen. 
The 


mayor may be removed on a ten days 
notice by a three-fourths vote of the 
councilmen for official misconduct o: 
neglect of duty. 


From the above brief glance at some o 


the powers vested in the city council wil 
readily be seen the great desirability tha 
it should consist of a membership thor 
onghly representative of the best spirit o 
our entire community, regardless of parti 
sanship or narrow 
personal or loca 


prejudice. As these councilmen 
are 


elected at large there will beanatura 
and creditable desire on the part of each 
ward to have the largest and best repre 
sentation possible. 


There might under some circumstances 


be opportunities for undue ward enter 
prise in this respect; but any such possi 
ble objection will be far over-balanced b; 
the great advantage that v.-ill be derivec 
from the healthful stimulus given to wor 
thy rivalry and active interest among the 
different wards in their own prosperit; 
and welfare, and so in the prosperity am 
welfare of the entire city. 


There is no lock of good substantial tim 


her suitable for constructing an able city 
council, and experts probably better qual 
Ified than ourselves for making selectioni 
sre busy just now in exercising their abil 
ities in that direction. We suggest how 
ever a few of the many good names tha 
occur to us as being eminently worthy o 
consideration in the caucuses of both 
parties.

town government, a committee whose 
duties in some important respects are sim- 
ilar to those of the city council: Col. John 
Bracewell, E. 8.

•ow partisan. He will administer the af- 
"airs of the city, not in a partisan way, 
but solely in the interest of the munici- 
pality. We heartily congratulate North 
Adams on its good fortune in this matter, 
and predict for Mr. Houghton a most suc- 
cesstul and satisfactory administration.— 
Pittsfield Eagle. 


The pood-government clubs of New 


York city are at the bottom of the heap aj 
present. 
Why? Because they ignored 


everybody but themselves. They could 
not recognize the good in other parties. 
Their motto was: "We are the people, 
and wisdom will die with us." They are 
dead all right, but wisdom isn't, and death 
came to the Goo-Goos of New York by 
their own indiscretion.

Document ol a Peculiar Nature Filed by Iho 


Clergyman's Counsel. 


BOSTON. Mov. HO. — Counsol for Rev. 


Frank Hyatt Smith 1ms filed a motion 
vdl.h the United States circuit court de- 
claring that the clergyman is insano and 
therefore ought not now to bo tried on tho 
charge njraiust him. 


Tho filing of the papers was a matter ot 


prcat surprise to some of the Unitod 
States officials, especially to the postofficc 
inspectors, who have been petting their 
evidence in for tho trial, which was set for 
next Monday. 


It seems probable that the motion filed 


ns above stated will be heard in the United 
States court Friday, as one of the judges 
lias motto this appointment for that day. 
As the trial is set for Monday, it appears 
likely that 
Iho engagement with the 


judge is for tho express purpose of hearing 
the motion in the Smith case. 


The document which has been filed in 


the court is entitled "Suggestion of In- 
sanity," and is dated Nov. 14, It will 
plve rise to a very unusual line of pro- 
ceedings. Bancroft G. Davis of counsel 
for Rev. Mr. Smith decliues to say any- 
thing in reference to the matter, beyond 
the fact that the papers had been filed and 
ore public properly. He said they spoke 
for themselves. He was under the impres- 
sion that they would be argued lu a few 
days. 


From other sources, however, It was un- 


derstood that the application is 


A Very Peculiar One. 


The point at issue is not whether or not 
Mr. Smith was insane at the time it is 
alleged the postal cards were written, but 
whether he was so at the time he pleaded 
and at the present time. 


Dr. Stevens declares he is insane at the 


present time. But the government will 
not take it on his opinion solely, and has 
already taken steps to make an independ- 
ent investigation into the foundation for 
the suggestion of insanity. 


To decide whether or not the defendant 


is insane is somewhat striking, and a spe- 
cial jury may be empaneled undor the 
common law. 
On the other hand, tho 


judge may himself try the case without 
the aid of a jury, Should tho defendant 
not be found to be insane, of course liis 
plea would (stand as It was originally 
made. But if the judge or tho jury should 
find that he was iu fact insane when he 
pleaded, then he could bp committed at 
once to an insano asylum, and further 
proceedings would be dropped.

BROCKTON, Mass., Nov. 20. — Charles 


Williamson was nominated for mayor at 
the Republican convention last night. 


Loss of Over $350,009. 


LOWELL, Mass., Nov. 20.—The large five- 


story brick building on Middle street, 
known as the Parker block, was almost 
destroyed by flre this morning. The flro 
started in the liquor store of J. A. Beavey, 
on the first floor, about 1:«5. It spread 
rapidly, and was aided by repeated ex- 
plosions of whisky in barrels, which blow 
out the windows and created havoc among 
tho windows in adjoining buildings. By 
hard work the flames were confined to tho 
building, and nearby property was only 
slightly damaged. The upper floors of 
the block were used by the Appleton Man- 
ufacturing company for the storage ot 
cotton goods. At 2:30 the fire was under 
control. From present estimates the loss 
will exceed $350,000. 
Tho building is 


owned by Percy Parker. No one was se- 
riously hurt during the flre. 


Charges Not Sustained. 


BOSTON, Nov. 20.—Boston men, promi- 


nent In religious missionary circles, after 
investigation, have decided that there is 
nothing serious in the charges recently 
preferred against Rev. A. Ben Ollel, a 
Christian missionary to Jews at Jerusa- 
lem. Charges were made that subscrip- 
tions sent from the United States and 
Canada to A. Ben Oliel wero not used as 
they were intended. 


The Kharput Riots. 


BOSTON, Nov. 20.—A telegram received 


by the American board yesterday by way 
of Philippopolis states that ''the mission 
loss at Kharput is $100,000. Raiders wero 
protected by soldiers, who fired on mission 
houses and joined in the plunder. Special 
malice was shown missionaries. Tho mis- 
sionaries are now protected. The troubles 
are reported as beginning in Marsovan, 
Van andAintab." 


Want Low Grade Work. 


HAVERHILL, Mass., Nov. 20.—The shoe 


workers of this city have made a proposi- 
tion to the board of conciliation that a 
special price-list for work of tho lowest 
grade be established for this city. TliH 
class of work has always been done in the , 
country by non-union men and women, aa | 
the manufacturers claim it was not profit- [ 
able to have it done in this city. 


Upton Resigns. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Nov. 20.—Hiram 


D. Upton has resigned as president, of tho 
New Hampshire Trust company. Foster 
R. Clement of Minneapolis will succeed 
him. 
President Upton's action is said to 


be the outcome of the recent petition for 
the appointment of a receiver made by the 
state bank commissioners. It is claimed 
that to offset this petition an attempt 
will be made to reorganize the company, 
and that President Upton's lesignation is 
one of the first steps toward the consum- 
mation of this plan. 


A Little Strike. 


FALL RIVHB, Mass., Nov. 20.—A strike 


has been instituted at the American 
Printing company's works by some of 
the boys and helpers who were refused 
pay for time and a half for all overtime 
worked during the temporary rushing of 
the plant. Tho running of the plant is 
not affected by tho strike.

Handicapped by tho Legal Tender 


Note Redeemable In Gold. 


Responsible For Mistrust In 


the Public Mind. 


The Monetary Situation as Viewed by the Sec- 


retary of tho Treasury. 


NEW Yor.K, Nov. 20.—Tho Chamber of 


Commerce lield its 12"th annual banquet 
last night nt Dolmnniuo's. 
The banquet 


hall was decorated \rith tho Stars and 
Stripes, and great enthusiasm prevailed. 


Shortly after 9 o'clock President Orr 


rapped for order, and In n brief speech, in 
which he referred to the Armenian atroci- 
ties, introduced Secretary Carlisle, who 
spoke on "Our Currency System." lie 
said: 


"Two years a go I had the honor to at- 


tend your annual banquet, aud to muko 
some remarks, in tho course of which 1 
said that iho disposition and ability of t '• 
government to maintain its own orcdl; • 
the highest, standard, and to preserve I' 
integrity of all the forms of currpni-v i 
circulation jtniona: the people, could

be reasonably doubted, and ought noi \ 
be the subject »f further controversy. 


"Since that declaration was made lio'i

"Our legal standard of value is as sum." 


as that of any country in the world, !i'»! 
if we had such a currency system as wo,ii>! 
certainly guarantee its permanent 111,1.11- 
tcuauce, no government or people would 
command a larger credit or realize greater 
benefits from it than ours; but the great 
investors of the world appreciate the dif- 
ficulties under which we are laboring, and 
until these difficulties are removed we 
cannot reasonably hope to see perfect con- 
fidence restored at home or abroad. 


"The fundamental vice in our currency 


system is tho legal tender note redeemable 
in coin by the government and reissuablc 
under the law. There are other defects, 
but this is fundamental and radical, and 
threatens the stability of the whole vol- 
ume of our currency. So long as these 
notes aro outstanding, the slightest dim- 
inution of the coin reserve authorized 
by law for their redemption at once ex- 
cites a feeling of apprehension and mis- 
trust in the public mind, affects the values 
of all our securities, curtails investments 
aud, more or less, seriously embarrasses 
all the business affairs of the people. 


"In attempting to provide a circulating 


medium consisting of its own notes re- 
deemable in coin on presentation and re- 
issuablo after redemption the government 
ot the United States is engaged in a busi- 
ness for whicii it is wholly unfitted and 
which was never for a moment contem- 
plated by its founders. It was never con- 
templated that it should convert itselt 
into a bank of ismie and furnish a legal 
tender paper currency for the use of the 
people. 
• 
, 


"No change that can be made in oui 


currency system will afford the relief to 
which the government and people are en- 
titled unless it provides for the retire 
ment and cancellation of the legal tender 
United States notes. Anything less than 
this will be simply a palliative and not a 
cure for the financial ills to which the 


Country Is Noir Subject. 


"While the pecuniary loss to which the 


people have been subjected by the issue 
aud continued circulation of legal tendei 
paper has been almost incalculable, this 
has not been by any means the only'in- 
jury inflicted upon tho country. 
The 


widespread demoralization of public senti- 
ment resulting from the false theories 
which such a system necessarily engen- 
ders has been, and still is, one of the great- 
est sources of our financial difficulties. 


"Tho proposition that a promise of the 


government to pay is money is just as ab- 
surd as a proposition that a promise to de 
liver a horse is a horse. And yet there an, 
eminent men high in the public councils 
who believe that the United States prom- 
issory note is actual money, and that tho 
statute which compels all the people to re- 
ceive it as actual mtmey is constitutional 
and ought to be continued in force. 


"The pound sterling has made London 


not only the principal market, but tho 
clearing house of the world. England not 
only realizes great, profits from her own 
trade, but the international trade of all 
our countries, for the simple reason that 
the balances are settled upon the basis of 
her standard of value, and the credits 
which represent them almost, necessarily 
pass through the hands of her merchants 
and bankers. 


"With an inferior currency, we could 


never successfully contest her supremacy, 
and the belief that we can punish her or 
enrich ourselves by destroying the value 
of our own money is one of the most re- 
markable delusions of the age. We aro 
great enough and strong enough to main- 
tain our commercial and financial inde- 
pendence in opposition to any country in 
the world, but in order to do so we must 
be allowed to use as effective instrumen- 
tality as are enjoyed by our rivals. We 
must have as good money as they have 
and as good credit as they have. 


"It cannot be possible that the interest 


oj any part of our people, no matter what 
may bo their occupation, can be promoted 
by tho use of a cheap and inferior money, 
and I confidently believe that a large num- 
ber of our citizens will sustain every in- 
telligent effort to improve the condition of 
our currency." 


Secretary 
Carlisle's speech was fre- 


quently applauded. He was followed by 
United States Senator Burrows of Michi- 
gan, who spoke on "Oar Democratic Com- 
merce." 


Letters of regret were read from Presi- 


dent Cleveland and Governor Morton.
